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stund as a special Security to any Creditor, the 
Creditors, on his death, will be entitled to pay- 
ment out of the proceeds as part of the assets of 
the state, and the Debtor’s fumily will only be 
entitled to the benefit of the Poliey subject to the 
payment of his debts. But in neither case can 
the primary liability of the premium of the Policy 
to debta (whether specially secured upon the 
Policy or not) deprive the insured ax long as he 
pays the premium of the right to deduct these 
prenriums under Section CXXXTV. 
* When Vohves, however, are held by Creditors 
ae Securitios, it may be difficult, in. some cases, to 
ascertain whether the two conditions have been 
fulfilled or not. Then, in regard to the first, the 
Policy may base been taken out in the name ot 
the Creditor and for his benefit ; and, in regard to 
the second, the premium may have been paid by 
the Creditor not nominally as agent or on behalf 
of the Debtor, but on his own account. In 
neither of these cases will the person on whose life 
the premium is effueted be grimd /ucic entitled to 
claim the deduction. If, however, he can prove, to 
the satisfaction of the Commissione 
Policy, though taken out in bis Creditor’s name, 
was really taken out by the Debtor himself and 
for his benefit, under an “drrangement to that 
effect with the Creditor, and that the premiums, 
though paid by the Creditor in his own name, 
were paid by him on account and as agent for 
the Debtor, and that the Pebior has repaid the 
amount of such premium fo the Creditor or has 
setiled the amount in account with him, 1 think 
the Debtor my still entitle himsell to the dedue- 
When, however, heth the Policy is made 
and the premiums are pad in the name of the 
Creditor, it will require very slong proof on the 
part of the Debtor that he is really the person 
by whom, or for wiose benefit, the Poliey w: 
effected, and on whose account the premiums were 
pad, in order to entitle him to the deduetion. 
When the Volicy is taken out to secare an 
Aunuity in the name of the Annuitant, it must 
(aceording to a distinction estabhshed in the 
English Court of Chancery) be considered as held 
for the benefit of the Annuitant,and not to that 
of the Granter or Debtor whose lile as insured, and 
who, consequently, will uct be entitled to the

@ which would have been sent home under 
ordinary cirenmstances, Thirty men were first 
selected, and thirty-one sick only were actually cin= 
barked, Dr, Fernandez’s statement, that sixty-tivo 
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sick wore handed over to him, and that the state 
of their health then, greatly contributed to the 
death of sixteen of them, is therefore incorrect. The 
thirty-four in excess of the thiity-one sick sent from 
Chinsurah may have reported sick on going on 
board trom the effect of drink 

In the opinion of the Deputy Inspector Gene- 
ral of Hospitals at Bacrackpore, Dr. P. Anderson, 
the number left behind (much larger than usual) 
indicated great care on the part of the selecting 
Medical Officer. Dr. Forsyth believes the selec. 
tion was quite judicious, and that the subse- 
quent sickness was not attributable to ib in any 


way. 

‘Dr. Fernandez, signed the receipt for the Medi« 
cines, &c., 21st September ; yet he states that he 
did not examine them, though the Ship did not 
sail till 9th November. 

Dr. Anderson states that Dr. Fernandez more 
than once assured him that he had got all he 
wanted, and never hinted that the number of meu 
was too large for the Vessel. After embarkation, 
Dr. Anderson inspected the Vessel, made partienlar 
enquiries of the men, &e., and requested the Cup- 
tain, then on shore, to have the wind sails (whieh 
had beon removed for some necessary reasons con- 
nected with the Ship) put up at once, as the 
lower deck was close without them, and to have 
the hose of the “blower” made air tight with a 
coat of paint and varnish, 

Ereesses al Chinaurah and conduct of Canteen Ser- 
Jeanf.—The Officers wh> commanded the Chine 
sural Dep/t when the discharged men of the Indian 
Army were at that place, are in England} but 
Captain Bolton, now Commanding the Depét, 
has reported on_ the conduct of the Canteen 
Serjeant. ‘Che Canteen Serjeant is stated to 
have adhered strictly to Canteen Rules, both 
es to the quantity of liquor allowed each 
man, and to the hours for opening and closing the 
Canteen. It was notorious that the men got 
liquor easily from Chandernagore, and the neigh- 
bourhood, and cheaper than at the Canteen; and 
that they boasted that they were not at all de- 
pendent on the Canteen, That there was no irre- 
gularity at the Canteen 1s confirmed by the high 
character given of the Canteen Serjeant by Majors 
Hawkes, Walker. and Dalzel, who successively 
commanded the Depdt. The Canteen aecounts 
of the time are referred to ap clearly proving that 
Lieutenant Goschen’s assertion, as to the facility 
with which the men got as much liquor from the 
Canteen as they liked, was crroncous, as less than 
the authorized allowance of two drams a man wae 
issued : the Barracks are quite unenclosed and open, 
so that the men could not have been shut up in 
them, and therefore obi to boy their liquor 
from the Canteen, as also asserted by Lieutenant 
Goxchen ‘pages 7 and 11 of Coroner’s Proceedings), 
Brigadier Smith observes that whenever drunken- 
ness prevail. at a Station, it is nsunl to blame the 
Canteen arrangements ; but he thinks in this case 
the Canteen Serjeant is entirely free from blame. 
He refers to the violent proceedings and un- 
manageable state of the discharged men, who said 
they were no longer Soldiers, and whose excesses 
necessitated the despatch of a body of European 
Police trom Calcutta, and of two Companies of Her 
Majesty’s 53id from Burrackpore, to enforce 
order, 

Opinion of Government.—As regards the state of 
things at Chinsurah, the Governor General in 
Council and the Commander-in-Chief agree, that, 

















had the Brigadier exergised more vigorous measures, 
and proceeded himeelf to the spot, the miscondurt

Sxcovn Porwr —The Ship, which wad at Rangoon 
was originally takey up ut the same rate as ther 
Vessels engaged at "that time, 130 Rupees for 
each man, On the arrival of the Vessel in Culentta 
it was discovered that the Agents cquld not com. 
plete the provisioning, and in communication with 
the Superintendent of Marine it was agreed that 
the Ship should be allowed £6 head, ond that 
Messrs, Harton and Co. would supply ‘the provie 
sions \obtaining the salt meat from the Commis. 
sariat) at 120 Rupees ahead. It war considered 
desirable to have Ships ready to take off’ the men 
immediately they arrived in Calcutta, and the 
arrangement with the Great Tasmania was thought 
the best that could be made. . 

Examination of Prorisions.—There seoms to have 
been much misapprehension, when the investiga. 
tion was held in England, as to there not having 
been a Committee appointed as usual to survey the 
Stores when put on board. 

‘Tho Superintendent of Marine observes that o 
Committee was appointed, and very diligently por. 
formed their duty ; and that Captam Gardyne, the 
Commander of the Great Tismanra, who was in 
Court, could have corrected the Coroner's mistake 
on this point, he having been present, as was his 
duty, at the survey of the provisions, and having 
signed a certificate vouching that ihe artides 
mentioned (sufficient and of good quaitty) were 
actually on board. - 

Further, that the Commander did inspect the 
provisions, which is proved by his pointing ont 
the badness of the first. batch of biscuits, and the 
short weight of the contents of some of the casks 
of meat. That with the exception of the first 
batch of biscuits, a large portion of which was 
never relanded by him, m consequence of their 
having been stowed fur down in the lower hold, no 
portion of the provisions was objected to. 

Captain Gardyne has tated that the Ship was 
not entitled to any portion of the surplus Stores. 
This, Captain Rennie remarks, the Commander 
inconaiderately stated, as by the agreement the 
Ship was entitled to all that .was over, und the 
agreement wus referred to by the Agents of the 
Versel in their letter of the 19th May ; besides 
which the surplus Stores were claimed by the 
Owners in England on the arrival of the Vessel. 

Respousisitily for Provisions—The Agent and 
Commander, as will be seen by the correspond- 
ence, were dircetly responsible for the quality of 
the provisions supplied.

After 36,000 Ibs, of bread had Teen thrown 
overboard, there was a large supply left and no 
want was felt. Some very bad bread was, donht- 
less, placed before the Jury, but there is no proof 
that it was any part ofthe second batch of good 
bread ; while it is known that some of the origi- 
nally condemned bread was ullowed by the Com- 
mander to remain in the Ship, to avoid the 
trouble of breaking it out from the lower hold, 
where it stowed in tanks. Captain Gardyne 
promised to throw it overboard when he worked 
down to it at Sea. 

The Jury have found “that William Mathews 
“died of Seurvy brought on by bad food, and | 
“that the provisions anpplied by Government for 
the use of the Troops were bad and unfit for | 
“haiman food, with exception of the tea, pork, 
“pickles, and rice? Captain Rennie remarks 
that Captain Pond, Commanding the Troops, 
Captain Gardyne, Commanding the Ship, and 
Lieutenant and Adjutant. Goschen, distinctly 
stated that no bad food had been issued to the 
Troops; the beef was good, it looked quod ; that 
even the beef that was condemned was not bad, 
and that not a single pound of bad beef was 
served onf ; and that the Ship’s crew had the same | 
provisions as the Soldiers, and did not sulfer. The 
casks of beef examined hy the Jury had been con- 
demned on the voyage, and had afterwards been 
headed up and retained on hoard. The Jury had 
nothing but rejected samples both of beef and 
Disenits, and those of the worst description placed 
Vetore them, 

It is known that a portion of the condemned 
bread was retained on hoard. Captain Rennie. 
with relerence to this, notices a question put by 
Dr. Fernandez at page 81. Have you got 
* samples from the tanks and the holds, the places 
“where the most objectionable were found,—I 
“ mean the tanks helow in the Forehold ?” 

Dr, Fernandez himself passed 77,288 Ibs. of fresh 
bread which had been sent to replace what had 
been condemned, the original bread was stowed 
away down in the hold, and Dr. Fernandez must 
have been made aware of this; and 4 at the 
time the new bread was put on board, the Ship 
being on the eve of veparture, it was barely possi« 
ble that any of the fresh bread could have found 
its way into Jower tanks in the Forehold. 

In woll-regulated Ships the greatest. cure is 
takea of the bread. In the Ureud Tiesmania it 
was sfowed in the damp hold in Iron Tanks, and 
to show what little eare was taken of the pro- 
visions for the Troops, they got mixed up with 
those for the crew, which were not subjected to 
examination by any Officer of Government, like 
the provisions shipped for the Trwops. 



































Supply of Water.—The Vescol was bound to 
provide water for the Troops for 140 days, but 
the Commander being unable, or unwilling, 
to purchase sufficient curks in the Bazar, some caske 
were lent to the Ship, on the understanding that 
they were to be delivered to the Authorities in 
England on arrival. It was the Commander’s

Captain Pond reported 
the men and baggage ull on board, when the s 
ing orders were yriven him, which however are 
worded as to enable him to detain the Vossel if 
any deficiency overlooked at first should be dis- 
oovered. Captain Pond’s opinion expressed before 
the Coroner, that if he had reported any defies 

the Government would not have given anything, 
iscntitely erroneous, and he was not justified in 
acting on it, 

The authorized proportion of hammocks, bed. 
ding, und medical comforts, including blankets, 
were put on board for 1,000 adults, as vouched 
for by the Receipts. 

Opinion of Government.—The Commander-in- 
Chief and the Governor General in Council eonsi« 
der thut Brigadier Smith failed to ascertain, with 
tufficient care, thut the discharged Soldiers were 
provided with their proper and bedding. ft 
was his duty to have satisfied himself that’ cach 
man was complete in this respect, and this he 
should have done by questioninyy the Command- 
ing Officer of the Troops, Captain Pond. He did 
not do so, and therefore he so far failed in his 
duty. 

Captain Pond is considered by the Governor 
General in Council to have failed in his duty in 
pemitting the Ship to procoed before the men 
were complete in clothins for the voyage, and in 
bed covering ; and his conclusion, that had he re- 
presented the deficioney of articles of ciothing, 
Government would not have provided others, was 
quite gratuitions and unfounded ; as is shown in 
the case of the Ship Ouu/licé, which sailed soon 
serwards, in which, on a representation of a de- 
fuieney, all that was required suppliel. The 
overnor General in Council agrees with Sir 

ugh Rose, that Captain Pond gave his evidence 
iefore the Corongr’s Jury without due reflection. 
Captain Pond, doubtless, was in a dilficult posi- 
tion during the voyage, with so large a party of 
snwilling Soldiers, especially as he was absolutely 
Without any means of enforciny disvipline ; and 
on this account Government consider that some 
‘llovance may be mude for him in regard to the 
‘regularities on board.

Adyerting to the mortality, the Prineipal 
Tnxpeetor poral of Hospitals observes, that ten 
of the sixty-seven deaths o« din the men ef 
the Sth Bengal Rurepean Regiment, many of 
whom came out in the Jaf mura February 1859, 
in which Vessel (LO J days at Sea) a marked seorbu. 
tie tenden enced itself, Phinty-three more 
of the deaths vecuired am the Sid Madras Kuro. 
peans alone, so that an 75 men oi these and 
other Corps sixty-six deaths occurred; whilst of 
499 ren of the Bid Fengal Etsoperns only one 
death occurred. Now, the rd Meulros fw 
had been through the Central India ( 
suffered much from exposure on tle na 
Jubbulpore, &e. 5 but-similar atts muy be made 
of the 8rd Bengal Europeans. This singular fet 
is nut accounted for: the Sid Ben Luropeans: 
may possibly have occupied the upper-diek 5 but 
there is nothing to indiente this in the Proceedings 
at the Inquest. But this, and the fact that: the 
Suilors, the women, and chillin thoagh fed us 
the rest, were all healthy, s the recognised 
causes of Searvy, Dysentry, and Diarrhea, viz, 
over-crowding, impetteet ventilation, &e., &e., &e., 
did not prevail genérad/y on board thin Vessel, 

The tonnage of the Greet Tumnunia is 2,163, of 
the Champiow of the Sens, 1,916, and of the Jamea 
Baines, 2,515 Tons, The two last Vexsela brought 
out each 1,000 men from England. The Great 
Tusmania conveyed to the Crimea 1,300 men withe 
out a casualty, and upwards of 1,000 souls from 
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England to the Mauritius, “She was measured 
hore for 1,419 adults, at the authorized allowance 
of 10-6 per man in health. She was passed for 
1,280, but only 1,000 were embarked, so that 
-there was ubundance of room to spare. 


With regard to the Committee of Survey, it 
will have been seen from what is above stated, 
that the Medical Officer going in charge of the 
Troops was on the Cominittee, and that it was 
only the uceweutal delay in his appointment to 
Command, that prevented Captain Pond being 
placed on it. 





The Commander-in-Chief was requested to favor 
Government with Ins opinion on the case, and as 
+ to the adoption of any new precautions regarding 
clothing and the condition of health in which dis- 
charged men are put on board ship. 


Sir Hagh Rose attributes the evils which oceur- 
red on board the Grrat Lismania to four causes— 


The first two, riz. the long march of the 
Soldiers (ut a bad season), and the eatraordinary 
absence of disciphne among them, were pecuhar 
and unusual circumstances, not likely to recur. 





With respect to the third cause, the sudden and 
immediute call for preserved meaty and vegetables, 
found the Culentia market, at the partienlar sea- 
son, quite meapablo of meeting sv exceptionul a 
demand. 


The fourth cause, the non-adherence to the 
rules of the service respecting discipline and em- 
barkation of Troops, will be provided against by 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief. 


Opinion of Gorernmeut-—There can be no doubt 
that the men were predisposed to illness by their 
own vicious indulgence, and that théy deprived 
themselves of indispensable clothing, merely to 
indulge in drink. Neither is it doubtful that 
their total disorganization on board, under the 
false notion that they were free from the restraints 
of discipline, and their conduct, aa stated, in 
herding below under that notion, instead of taking 
exercise, such as preserved their comrades in health 
who were wise enonzh to follow a better course, 
aggravated the evils under which so many sunk. 





On receipt of the last ecmmanieation from the 
Adjutant General of the Anny dated the 28rd 
October, the question was disposed of by Govern- 
ment, und a copy of the Proceedings taken in 
India was forwarded by the Mail of the 9th 
November to Hor Majcety’s Secretary of State, 
with an expression of the opinion of the Governor 
General in Council, that the Officers and Depart 
ments of Government engaged in the preparn- 
tion of the Ship 
Great Taemania, 
and named in the 
margin, discharge 
ed their duty con- 
* ecientiously and 
forthfully, and that blame is not attributable to 
them for the unfortunate and deplorable results 
of the voyage of that Vessel.

Government. 


Rasovvrion.— Dated 11h November 1860.—Reap 
correspondence connected with the alteration of 
District and Thannah Boundaries in the Nuddea 
Division.

1, Preliminary measares for a proper adjast. 
ment of the Boundaries of Sub-Divisions, in. the 
several Districts of' the Provinces under this Go. 
vernment, and for the constatution of such new 
Sub-Divisions as are necessary, or gt least for the 
settlement of the places where tho Tlead-Quarters 
of such new Sub-Divisions should be fixed when 
the opportunity fur constititing them arrives, 
have been for some time in progress. And the 
erection of Houses, Oflices, and Lock-ups_ for the 
Sub-Drivisions lately created, has been conse- 
quently suspended. 

2. For the Districts of the Nuddea Division 
these measures have been completed,, so that the 
final arrangement, or what may be regatded at 
present as the final arrangement of the Sub. 
Divisions in the four Districts of which that 
Division consiets, namely, the 24-Pergunnabs, 
Baraset, Jessore, and Nuddea, can now be deter+ 
mined upon. 

3. The example of the Nuddea Division will 
be useful to the Commissioners of the other Divi. 
sions, aa showing the principles and method 
according to which the Licutensut-Governor 
desires this important arrangement to be carried 
out in all the Regulation Divisions, Even where, 
for want of Officers, the full number of Sub- 
Divisions eventually neccssury cannot be mme- 
diately supplied, it will be proper at once to fix the 
Head-Quartera with advertence to where they 
ought to be when the scheme is completely-intro- 
duced. Everywhere so much advance has been 
made as to render this now an indispensable 
consideration ; because in each District the best 
position for every new Sub-Divisional Head- 
Quarters must dépend upon the namber of Sub- 
Divisions to be finally constituted, under the 
authority conveyed in the Orders of the Home 
Government, daied the 4th of November 1857, 
No G1. 

4. Itis difficult to attach too much import 
ance to the proper adjustment of the Boundaries 
of Sub-Divisions. For all the practical objects 
for which the system of Sub-Divisions was intro- 
duced, a certain number of Officers, suitably 
distributed through a District, are of greatly 
more ust than the same number seattered about 
more or less accidentally. Wherever the system 
of Sub-Divisions is in fall operation, a8 it now 1# 
in the whole of the Nuddea Division, for Loge | 
purposes in the Revenue Department, and for sil 
or nearly all purposes of Police and minor Cri 
minal Juatice, the Sub-Division becomes in 
a little District in itself, exactly as for * 
of minor Civil Justice a Moonsiffee is ® iat 
District in itsclf, When, therefore the Sab 
Divisions are well arranged, are of moders' 
extent, and have well chosen Head-Quarters, th 
great practical ohject of the dixtribution of Me 
Courts over the country is attained ; amd 


arrangement of Districts and Zillabs, and t* 
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sition of their Head, Stations fn relation ¢o their 

joundarigs, become matters of sosongary im- 
portance ; for only the few great Cues, and 
Appeals tried upon the Record, go up to the 
Head Station, This is fortunate; for whilst the 
Sudder Stations of Zillahs are usually not centrally 
situated, there is nothing fo prevent the Head- 
Quarters of Sub-Divisions being on the whole well 

laced. 

5, The Sub-Divisional syatem is one that has 
grown up under the pressare of circumstances 
‘Phe first Sub-Division was created at Khoolnah 
fa Jessore, and none of those first created were 
laced with any intentional reference to what 
would be the best position when a complete and 
thorough system of Sub-Divisions should be 
generally established ; for no such complete and 
thorough system was originally contemplated, or 
at least none such was then thought practically 
attainable. Sub-Divisions were placed (us was 
the case with the firet Sub-Division created) 
where perhaps some man of influence and power 
happened to reside, who misused his position ; or 
in the centre of some distant part of an unusually 
extensive Duistrict ; considerations which have 
either no permanence in themselves, or cease to 
tell when “an ddequate number of Sub-Divisions 
are constituted. ITence arises the necessity, in 
an arrangemeht intended (o_be pérmanent, of not 
treating every existing Sub-Divisional Station, 
without exception, as a fixture. On the other 
band aces ot the older Sub-Divisions are cone 
stituted in large towns or marts, places of in- 
trinsie and permanent importance ; and such 
positions are in their nature fixed 

6. Tho, re-adjustment of the old and the 
placing of the new Sub-Divisions*in the Nuddea 
Division have been undertaken ‘with the above 
considerations in mind. 

7. An inspection of the Map of this Division 
showed that the Head-Quarterx und areas of the 
Sub-Divisions, as well as the Thannah and Dis- 
trict Boundaries, were arranged with little regard 
to the general convenience. 

8 In some Sub-Divisions, apparently, tho 
tuation af the Head-Quarters has been deter- 
amined without fully considering whether it is at 
the largest and most populous Town in the 
ighbouring country, and therefore at a place 
more particularly requiring the presence of a 
Magistrate ; or whether it is easily accessilile 
from the Sudder Station of the District, and 
other important placos, and generally from the 
Villages situated within its limits. Again, in the 
assignment of Thannahs to the several Sub- 
Divisions, attention does not appear to have heen 
given to the advantage derivable from reductions 
and extensions of their limits, eo as to bi 
every part of the country as equally as possible 
under the inspection of the Police, and to give 
all persons as short a distance as possible to 
travel, when they have to come to the Magis- 
tiiwe's Court. How these defects were the conse- 
quences, not of any disregard of principle, but of 
the accidental and occasional manner in which 
each new Sub-Division arose, has been above 
explained, In some cases the result has been so 
much at variance with these important considera- 
tions, that the incorporation of a. Thaunah with a 
new Sub-Diyision, « far from conferring uny bene- 
fis pon the Je within its limite, has actually 
Placed some Villages in a worse position as to their 
communication ‘ith a Magistrate than they were 
in before. *

9. In order to remedy these defects in the 
Nuddea Division, the Licutenant-Governor, in 
personal communication with the Commissioner, 
subjected the Sub-Divisions to u carcful revision, 

10, After much unsuccessful trouble it was found 
impossiblo to produce a successful result, by any 
allotment of Thannahs ag now existing; or by any 
arrangement founded in the main on the principle 
of an allotment of existing Thannahs. H became 
then necessary to fix upon those places which 
appeared to bein themselves best suited to. form 
the Iead-Quarters of a Sub-Diviston, without any 
regard to the position and area of the Thannahs 

In this view the leading considera 
tions were, whether the sites chosen were at the 
most important places in that part of the country, 
as regurds trade and population; whether they 
wore so situated as Lo distribute the Sub-Divigions, 
of which they would form the eontres, pretty 
equally over the country, in the requisite numbers; 
wheter they were ona naviguble river or high- 
way, or, if'not, whether a good Road, to be reeom- 
mended on other grounds, could be conveniently 
made through them, so as to afford them casy 
means of communication with the Sudder Station 
and other importaut places; and whether they 
were easily accessible from all parts of their own 
Sub-Divisions, It is not always possible to com- 
hine all these advantages; but it iv generally 
possible to select sites which, on the whole, 
advantageous in most of these respects, ‘The pria- 
ciple which it was found necessary to adopt, was 
to treat artificia] limits, such as those of Thunnahs, 
as secondary eonsiderations; and to be guided 
mainly by local circumstances not under control. 

11. After the selection, on the above principles, 
of the Head-Quarters of the Sub- Divisions, a sui 
able tract of country bas hcen apportioned to each, 
so as to make the Head-Quarters us near as they 
can conveniently be to the centre of the Sub-Divi- 
sion. In some instances this «ould not be obtained, 
as in Khooshtea, which ie on the banks ofa great 
River, dangerous to cross for many months it the 
year, though in all other respecta it is the proper 
place for Head-Quurters, being the River terminus 
of a Railway, with a Town already rapidly nsing 
around it, "Again, it was not to be expected that 
each Sub- Division would be of the same size exactly 
as its neighbour. In some cusex the areas have 
been in some measure affected by the distance of 
the Head-Quarters of circumjucent Sub-Divisions ; 
and in other eases, by the advantazes to be obtained 
by adhering tosome River, or other well-marked 
line, as the Boundary. But the only great vari 
tions of size are where a thinly scattered population 
renders an extensive jurisdiction unuveidable, and 
of comparatively little conseqnence. 

With regard to District Boundaries, the 
endeavor bas been generally tv adhere to them, 60 
ar to place each Sub-Division wholly within one 
District ; whereby the Sub-Divisional Officer will 
be under only one Chief. But these urbitrary 
distinctions have not been allowed to stand in the

Sin,—AttHovcH it would be premature to fur- 
nish any general report regarding the working of 
the jurisdiction recently conferred on sclected 
Chiefs in the Punjab, the Lieutenant-Governor 
having, sine arriving at Lahore, made certain 
enquiries on the subject from the Judicial Com- 
missioner and Officiating Commissioner of Lahore, 
and being about to proceed on a tour, desires to 
place the Supreme Government in possession of 
such information as is available. Accordingly, 
copies of the Memoranda of Messrs. Roberts and 
Forsyth are herewith submitted. 

2. Although the reports are for a single Divi- 
sion only, they aro satisfactory as showing that o® 
complaint has arisen on the Pare of the people 
subjected to the jurisdiction of the Chiefs, but on 
the contrary, as lar ascan yet be gathered, the 
change is contentedly acquiesced in. The common 
argument against granting Judicial powers to 
Chiefs is the danger of their abuse. As yet no 
such abuse has occurred, and the Chiefa ae daily

Memorandum from the Judicial Cormmussiones, Punjab 
(dated the 7th Nos omber 1860) 

Tue policy of investing the Sirdars of the Punjab 
with Revenue, Criminal, and Judicial powers has not 
been in operation sufficiently long to permit of a dee 
cided expression of opinion. Tndeed xome Chiefa 
have not yet been indueted into their new duties. 
However the measuvo hay been initiated in the Delhie, 
Cis and Trans Sutlej and Lahore Divi ions, and there 
is reason to believe thet it 1s working satisfactorily, 

Thave just passed through the Gaojranwala Dis- 
trict, and although I did uot visit Sirdar Jhunda 
Singh Bootalia ow his Ustatg, I heard no compluinta 
against him, although le has been administering 
justice for the past two months or more. 1 have aven 
some of his cuses, and they aro decided just as well on 
any ‘Tchsecldar or Native Batra Aasistant conid have 
decided them. 

I believe myaclf that the administration of the 
Chiefs will be far more acceptable to the people than 
that of our salaried Officials. 




























Memorandum from the Commissioner of the Lahore Divi- 
sion,—(dated the 7th November 1860.) 

Tue experiment of entrusting powers to Jagheer- 
dars is Being fairly tried in the Lahore Division, 
where the cireumstauces of cach of the three aclucted 
Sirders are different. 

Gooroo Goolab Singh's jurisdiction originally lay 
in a ring fence; and except by the addition of two 
small Villages no alteration in his territorial limits 
has been made. 

Sirdar Jhunds Sing’s Estates were originally seat. 
tered fur and wide, andl ia effiesting consolidation, he 
has received very many Government Villages in 
exchange for his own. 

Sirdar Kanh Singh, Nukkyo, has retained his old 
Villages, but they are go interlaced with Government 
lands, that, with superior sanction, these lands have 
‘been made over to him for all Police and Civil, jurit- 
diction, but the fiscal control is retained as her€tofore 
in the hands of the Government Revenue Ufficers, 

There is therefore good room for comparison 


hereafter. 
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In the first cage, the Chieftain has to deal entirely 
with his old tenantry. 

In the second, he is brought in contaet vhiefly with 
new rubjeets, In the third case, he his old 
tenants, and experimentally, a partial control over the 
tenants of the Government. 

It is too soon to draw comparisons or talk of posi- 
tive reaults; but I can express the feeling of the peo- 
ple, as caught an conversation with them, and by 
actual observation when marching lately through the 
Jagheerdars’ Estates. 

In Ferozepoor; Gooroo Goolab Singh has alivays 
maintasmed a character for sauctity and paternal kind- 
news ‘The people arv fond of him, and gladly obeyed 
his wishes before they wore clothed with authority. 
One man who sets forth pretentious claims tried to 
escape the yoke of the Gooroo; but he was given to 
understand that the authority of the Gooroo would 
be controlled by rules and regulations, and would in 
no way differ from that of apy Government Official 
armed with similar powers. ilis feara have been 
allayed ; and on visiting the Gooroo's Estates lately 
J found this man quiet and epperently contented. 


On the oceasion of my second visit, the people 
expreased themselves perfectly happy end satisfied with 
the Gooroo's decisions, which are just and err, if any- 
thing, on the side of leniency ; justice ie broughtto 
their door, and the rule of @ feudal suporior is mors 
palatable than that of a strange Government Officrel. 


have not by me the sfatement_of appeals, to s-y 
whether the judgments of the Gooroo have been 
approved by the Deputy Commissioner, but my whole 
impression a8 that he works well and rules ‘hghtly. 

Sndar Kanh Singh, Nukkye, has only lately been 
installed in Office, and I lave no paper work of his to 
review, but when installing him, 1 took great pains to 
ascertain the feclings of the people, and also to 
observe how he appetcd mehned to work. 


Tine Sar had formesly considerable jurisdiction, 
and ruled vigoronsly. Since Lis deprivation of poner 
he has retained somo miluence, and has always had 
full knowledge of the Cattle-lifumg practices of hus 
tenantry ; it he has not sharod in then plunder. 

From the manifest gatisfaction with which the 
Zeraindags aevepted a return to his rule, Tat first 
augured ill for the interests of Government, but Mr. 
Egerton, whose intimate knowledge of the character 
aud ways of the people of his District entitles his 
opinion to weight, has great confidence that he will 
exert hia influence to check Cattle-stealing, tho nor- 
mal crime of the Bar, and a little ciroumatance leads 
me tothe same bebef On my imprewing on him 
the importanes of hia sidmg with the Goverament, 
and using his utmost endeavoura to find out and 
bring to justice Cattle stealera and other Lordor depre- 
dators, he rephod with a significant look, and a clutch 
of the band, “I know them ull, and have got them 
here.” . 














Sirdar Kauh Singh, like Gooroo Goolab Singh, has 
his discontented rival, a near relative, who is envious 
of the prosperity of the Sirdar. But he cannot oppose 
us authority, sid such men are useful, aa, from them 
we shall quickly hear if the interests of Government 
wore sacrificed, whilst the people would speedily tell 
of oppression. 

Of Sirdar Thunda Sing I am ourry that I_ cannot

the prosent at all events. ‘The Sirdare are too tincy 
and too new to their powers to hazard their loss. 


The effect on the people I confidently believe to 
be good, Iam afraid of exprossing myself too sen. 
goinely, but am within bounds when I say that, in the 

hore Division, those Sirdars who exercise ‘power. 
prize them, und are desirous of serving tho Govern. 
ment at the samo time that they earnestly desire to 
render themselves popular. 


My great endeavour is to prevent the interventi 
of Moonshees, und all the tribe of Ama, and to sone 
the decision of cases by the Sirdara and by no leave 
personayes.

Sin,—By desire of the Chief Commissioner, I 
have the honor to report, for the information of the 
Right Honorable the Governor General in Coun- 
cil; that, in a caso of dacoity attended with 
murder, which occurred in the Pertabgurh District, 
the preliminary investigations were made, and the 
depositions recorded by Baboo Sarubjeet Sing 
Talookdar Magistrute of Tekaree, and it has onded 
in a capital sentence being passed on the ringleader. 

2. The ceveral Officers before whom the pro- 
ceedings came under review thus express them- 
solvea regarding the modo in which they were 
conducted by the Talookdar. The Deputy Com- 
missioner states that “this case reflects great 
“credit upon the Police and upon Baboo Sa- 
“‘rabjeet Sing, Tulookdar Magistrate, in whose 
“Eluka it took pluce. The Baboo’s report i 
“singularly clear und to the point, and he sent 
‘the ease up complete with the exception of the 
“witnesses to the finding of the Weapons.” The 
Commissioner of the Baiswara Division remarks 
thut “ Deena’s deposition taken before the Talock- 
“dar Magistrate Baboo Sarabject Sing, who pre- 
“pared tho case remarkably well, isin the file.” 
The Officiating Judicial Commissioner in forward- 
ing the case to the Chief Commissioner observes 
in his Minute that “TI attribute this (the clearness 
‘of the evidence,) in a great measure to the 
“ original accuracy with which it was recorded by 
“the Talookdar Muyistrate, to whom doubtless 
“moreover the people knew that it was useless to 
“tell any exaggerated tale.” 

3. The Clef Commissioner quite concurs in 
these remarks, and is sure Hie Excellency will be 
plearcd to hear of this practical proof of the bene-
